4. For the present it is intended to erect only a portion of the whole scheme. 
Competitors are requested to send in a general design i6ft. to the inch, shewing a plan of 
each floor of the whole building, together with the elevations referred to in clau.se 19 
hereof (such plans to shew with greater particularity the portion at present intended to be 
erected), together with a block-plan indicating the relative disposition of the various depart¬ 
ments. The portion at present intended to be erected is to include the Administrative 
and Arts Department, Council Rooms, Normal Department, Common Rooms for Staff, 
and for Male and Female Students, Public Health Department, Research Laboratory 
and the Library, and is hereinafter referred to as the Arts Department. 

5. All the drawings must be prepared by the competitors themselves, or by their 
ordinary office staff. 

6. The competitor whose design is placed first by the Council will, subject to clause 
14 hereof, be engaged to carry out the construction of the buildings, subject to any 
modification of the designs that may be decided upon by the Council, and must verify 
the plans supplied, and take any levels and sections necessary for the proper preparation 
of working drawings, and he will be held responsible for the accuracy of the same, 


7. A premium of 150 guineas is offered to each of the three unsuccessful competitors. 
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8. The site may be viewed at any time, and questions as to the competition of 

concerning these conditions are to be addressed to the Registrar, University College, 
Cardiff. The queries and the repli^’ theret^will be sent to each competitor. No 
questions will be answered after the 4at day of 1903, except upon the unanimous 

request in writing of the four competitors. 

9. The remuneration for the successful Architect’s services shall be a commission of 
five per cent, on the total cost of the works executed under his directions. This 
commission is for the work specified in Clause 4 hereof, and the necessary preliminary 
conferences and sketches, the estimate, the necessary general and detailed drawing^ and 
specifications, duplicate set of tracings, duplicate specifications, general superintendence 
of the works and examining and passing the accounts, exclusive of measuring and making 
out extras and omissions, but including a complete set of the drawings for the use of the 
Corporation of the County Borough of Cardiff. In the event of the Council requiring 
any further work to be done by the successful Architect, the ■ remuneration for such extra 
work shall be based upon the scale of charges approved by the Royal Institute of British 
Architects in 1898. 

10. Each design is to be accompanied by a report detailing the materials suggested 
(which should be free-stone or granite or such other material as shall be approved by the 
Council’s lessors) and hereof giving the nett cubical contents, including all walls, roofs, 
towers, chimney stacks, or other special features, and price per cubic foot of the portion at 
present intended to be erected as well as the total cost of the proposed buildings. 

11. The intended method of warming and ventilation proposed must be indicated by 
the competitors. The buildings, which are to be of fire-proof construction, are to be 
lighted by electricity, the current for which will be supplied by the Corporation mains, and 
the estimate is to include wiring, water supply for fire-hydrants and other purposes. 

12. All the designs, together with the reports and estimates, are to remain in the 
possession of the Registrar on behalf of the Council for a period of six months. If during 
that time the Council think proper to make any use of them in the completed design they 
shall be at liberty to do so upon such terms as may be agreed upon between the Council 
and the author of the design. 

13. One copy of all plans, drawings, specifications, bills of quantities, measurement 
bills, and other documents of whatsoever kind, or proper duplicates thereof, prepared by the 
successful architect in connection with the competition and with the carrying out of the 
work shall become the absolute property of the Council, and shall be handed over to the 
Registrar immediately on the completion of the Arts Department; and before the erection 
of the buildings is commenced a complete set of copies of the signed contract drawings, 
specifications, and quantities, must be deposited at the Registrar’s office for the use of the 
Council. 


14. In the improbable event of the services of the successful architect not being required, 
or of the buildings not being commenced within three years from the day of the selection 
of the successful competitor, the Council will pay to the Architect whose designs are 
placed first a premium of 200 guineas. 

15. The rate of commission which is to be charged for bills of quantities may be fixed 
at i|- per cent., exclusive of printing, lithographing, &c. 

16. A Clerk of Works will be employed to superintend the work at the expense of the 
Council, but will be appointed by and be under the control and direction of the Architect. 
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17- All competitive designs must be sent in without name, motto or distinguishing 
mark of any kind, but each set must be accompanied by a sealed letter attached to the 
design addressed to the Registrar, University College, Cardiff, containing the name of the 
author. 

18. In the selection of the designs the Council will be assisted by the advice of 
an Assessor. 

19. All drawings shall be prepared upon a scale of 16 feet to an inch, and shall 
comprise (a) k plan of each intended floor of the building, (b) elevations of at least one 
side of each building, (c) sections shewing the heights of various rooms and principles 
of construction, (d) block-plans shewing the drainage, etc. No alternative scheme 
will be allowed, and if sent will be ruled out of the competition. The plans may be 
in ink or pencil upon drawing or tracing paper. They must be entirely free from 
shading. The windows only may be tinted in the elevations. The plans and sections 
may be coloured. 

20. No perspective drawings will be permitted. 

21. The mjthft^ad^nistrative and Arts Department is not to 

exceed a sum of about^TO,oao^and Same wnol^ of the buildings not to exceed the sum 
.2^200,000' exclusive of furnishing, but including Architect’s commission, boundary walls, 
drainage, lighting, ventilating, water supply, and all contingent works. In estimating the 
cost, due allowance, will be made by the Council for fluctuations in the prices of labour and 
materials. 

22. In the event of the Council not desiring to proceed with any of the works other 
than the Arts Department, the Council will pay to the successful Architect for the plans, &c., 
of the work not proceeded with, that proportion of the aforesaid premium of 200 guineas 
which the estimated value of the uncompleted work bears to .2^200,000, and the plans, &c., 
thereby become the absolute property of the Council. 

23. The Architect employed by the Council to design and superintend the carrying out 
of the buildings will be required to enter into an agreement with the Council, to be prepared 
by the Council’s Solicitors, setting forth the terms of his engagement with the Council, and 
including these and any other reasonable conditions which the Council may deem 
necessary or advisable. 

24. All designs received by the Council will be publicly exhibited for seven days after 
the award has been published. 

25. The Council are at liberty to reject designs :— 

{a) If sent in after the period named. 

{&) If in violation of the instructions. 

(c) If they exceed the limits of the site. 

(d) If the Council are advised by the assessor whom they appoint that the ' 

probable cost of the buildings will exceed the outlay stated.

Dear Mit. Austin''Jenkins, 

In connection with Tenders for a considerable work of this 
kind, some uncertainty in the estimates sent in by Contractors must 
n'ecessarily odour. In all probability the difference between the highest 
and lowest tenders sent in will amount to from 10 to 15 per cent, and this 
upon detailed quantities so careful that they have taken:-9'months labour 
to prepare. It fOUpws, therefore, that an estimate based upon the rough 
and ready method of cubing, the only method available ' iii the first 
instance, may be subject to similar variations. 

This estimate was also bdded Apon 'tho'aSsumption stated at the tinie 
to be a fact, that the New Town Hall and Law Courts had cpst 1/- per 
foot cube, whereas I am credibly informed that in execution-this sum has 
been very considerably exceeded. 

In my original estimate I hid so far doubled it that I had calculated 
the Library at 1/1 per foot cube, and since 1 made my designs certain 
niitters have arisen which make me think it likely it miy be exceeded in 
regard to other parts of the building. It is'well, therefore, that I* should 
oil'll attention to these matters, which are chiefly three 










1. < The water in the foundations. 

2. The system of ventilation. 

3. Drainage. 

1, The warning afforded bji the Town Hall, and the pressure of 
water, not at first serious, but subsequently developing itself, has led to 
the need of making the whole of the basement into a submerged tank. 
The expenditure on ashphalte alone has amounted to over £3,000, and I 
hkve had to bury steel in the cdner'et'e to resist watet pressure and hold 
the‘concrete down. 

2. I originally made arrangements for a supply of 2,000 cubic feet of 
fresh air per hdur. This was increased in execution by your instructions, 
on the recommendation of Dr. Shaw, to 2,500, a recommendation in the 
advantage of which I fuiiy concur.' But you will readily understand that 
(like horse-power in connection with' an engine) the extra provision need¬ 
ful is by no means directly relative to the increase. Boiler space has had ‘ 
to be more than doubled, two boUeP ilues erected instead of one, and the 
whole building has been virtually riddled with flues',increased very largely 
to avoid the draughts from air delivered at too high a pressure. For the 
same reason the inlets into the rooms have had to be nearly trebled. Dr. 
Shaw has alko added a Cpeeial system of exhausts under the window cills, 
which again duplicates all the exhaust flues. 

The needful provisions to meet these extended needs hkvC been 'thk' 
fCllowing:— 

(а) The eonstruotion of special flues projeotihgiTrom the walls in ' 

place of flues buried in the walls. In consequence of the ' 
» weakening of the walls by the multipliCatiori of flues, the ' 

introduetiori of additional steelwork to sustain the weight of 
' the building. 

(б) 'The extension’ of the' basement (eonstrueted as a submerged ' 

tank) under the whole of the Library space. In this spot, 
unfortunately, the wat'er' was most tfoUblespmC. 

(c) The provision of special arrangements for the increased boiler 
power, and for the insertion of the larger boilers employed 
together With the' duplication and enlargement of brfiler flues. 

(3) The necessary elaboration and cost of the meehanioal tystem. 

Apart from (cf) for which the estimate amounts to £3,642, (this being 
included in the Tenders) the 'Quantity Surveyor estimates the 
cost of the extra building works involved, at between £3,000 ' 
arid £4,000. - 

3. The absence of a Corporation BeWer in Park SUaef»i<'‘Ea? required ' 
the construction of what is virtually a Main Sewer across the site. 

'Whatever be the result of the tendering ‘these matters should, I ‘ 
think, be taken into consideration. 

1 may also point out that the cost of copper has,'since I made my 
estimate, advanced about 40 per cent. This is a obmparatively smail 
matter as regards the fl§ohe, but will affect the cost of the eKetrioal ' 
iiistallation. 

Perhaps you will kindly bring this communication before the Com¬ 
mittee previously to the Tenders being opened on Monday. 

In order to meet possible excess of price, I have asked for tenders for 
various alternatives, whieh will permit of cheaper or dearer materials as 
may be decided upon. 

I may add that if Forest of Dean stone were substituted for Portland ' 
in the exterior, I have reason to believe there would be'a saving of about ' 
£@,000; but I am not sure if the Corporation make Portland obligatory.
